Tom, cumin^ lionte with 
some water, called out, *"Ila.iE 
Alan gone fishinfi? Why 
didn't he wait for me?" Then 
he noticed the tanker stopped 
OUT at sea and 1 showed him 
the small boat coming front 
the tanker.

4aft. fiskinf: laimrh, and took 
stores to the ligbthoujip keepers 
at laiw IslM. 

Rescued! 

The next few days pa-vsed 
very slowly, with the men get- 
linR as much done 10 the boat 
as they could. 

Oil Friday afternoon Tom 
;md 1 went lor water, and re- 
lumed lo the cainp about five 
o'clock. 

Alan was there; hLs leg was 
worryiu!^ him, and he was 
limping badly. 

I heated some water and 
was going to baihe his. leg to 
make it more comfort ahle 
when round ihe point ol the 
i<;lHnd came a boat. 
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Yes, it was the Ardic, and 
in ifood time, too. 

'niere was Paddy Helmuth 
and bi!> two Imyf, Mick and 
Teddy, and friends of theirs, 
Willy Btttier and Doug Scul- 
Tctt, all from our home port, 
in.tfiectirm of the damage 
tu **Kdu Tiki'^ was made, and 
they decided that she rnuld be 
patched up enough to tow her 
home, but it would take several 
[!ays. 

After wp had iTtchan^ed 
news I asked, "Did you bring 
us a loaf of bread,'" Ya — we 
at la.ti had some fresh bread 
and some good steal for tea, 
and how we did enjoy it. 

Alter tea I used a slice o( 
bread lo make a poultice for 
.■Vlaii's teg, and left it on all 
night. Next mnrrting iKe 
swelling was down.
